Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 & 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Breton et al in view of Troy et al. Breton [4954412] teaches a encapsulated toner 

composition having a liquid crystalline shell note Col. 3 line 30 and Col. 6 lines 40-50. 

Polyurethanes and polyesters are taught as thermotropic crystalline shell note Col.12 

lines 10-20. Troy et al teaches crystalline impact modifiers as a shell of a crystalline 

vinyl copolymer. The degree of crystallinity is controlled by the cooling cycle note Col. 7 

and Col. 8. Various dyes and pigments can be added to the core shell structure note 

Col. 8 line 60-67.lt would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 

applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to impact modifiers for

an amorphous polyester and utilize it in a toner composition having a core/shell 
structure to obtain the same improvements to the toner particle.
